Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.3

(a) SHORT TITLE.—This title may be cited as the4

‘‘Congressional Election Campaign Spending Limit and5

Reform Act of 1997’’.6

SEC. 101. SENATE SPENDING LIMITS AND BENEFITS.7

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Federal Election Campaign8

Act of 1971 (2 U.S.C. 431 et seq.) is amended by adding9

at the end the following:10

‘‘TITLE V—SPENDING LIMITS11

AND BENEFITS FOR SENATE12

ELECTION CAMPAIGNS13

‘‘SEC. 501. DEFINITIONS.14

‘‘In this title:15

‘‘(1) ELIGIBLE SENATE CANDIDATE.—The term16

‘eligible Senate candidate’ means a candidate who is17

certified under section 505 as being eligible to re-18

ceive benefits under this title.19

‘‘(2) EXCESS EXPENDITURE AMOUNT.—The20

term ‘excess expenditure amount’, with respect to an21

eligible Senate candidate, means the amount applica-22

ble to the eligible Senate candidate under section23

504(b).24

‘‘(3) EXPENDITURE.—The term ‘expenditure’1

has the meaning given in paragraph (9) of section2

301, excluding subparagraph (B)(ii) of that para-3

graph.4

‘‘(4) GENERAL ELECTION EXPENDITURE5

LIMIT.—The term ‘general election expenditure6

limit’, with respect to an eligible Senate candidate,7

means the limit applicable to the eligible Senate can-8

didate under section 503(b).9

‘‘(5) PERSONAL FUNDS EXPENDITURE LIMIT.—10

The term ‘personal funds expenditure limit’ means11

the limit stated in section 503(a).12

‘‘(6) PRIMARY ELECTION EXPENDITURE13

LIMIT.—The term ‘primary election expenditure14

limit’, with respect to an eligible Senate candidate,15

means the limit applicable to the eligible Senate can-16

didate under section 502(d)(1)(A).17

‘‘(7) RUNOFF ELECTION EXPENDITURE18

LIMIT.—The term ‘runoff election expenditure limit’,19

with respect to an eligible Senate candidate, means20

the limit applicable to the eligible Senate candidate21

under section 502(d)(1)(B).22

‘‘SEC. 502. ELIGIBLE SENATE CANDIDATES.23

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of this title, a can-24

didate is an eligible Senate candidate if the candidate—25
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‘‘(1) files a primary election eligibility declara-1

tion under subsection (b) and is in compliance with2

the representations made in the declaration;3

‘‘(2) files a general election eligibility certifi-4

cation and declaration under subsection (c) and is in5

compliance with the representations made in the cer-6

tification and declaration; and7

‘‘(3) meets the threshold contribution require-8

ments of subsection (e).9

‘‘(b) PRIMARY ELECTION ELIGIBILITY DECLARA-10

TION.—11

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The requirements of this12

subsection are met if the candidate files with the13

Secretary of the Senate a declaration that—14

‘‘(A) the candidate and the candidate’s au-15

thorized committees—16

‘‘(i) will meet the primary and runoff17

election expenditure limits of subsection18

(d); and19

‘‘(ii) will accept only an amount of20

contributions for the primary and runoff21

elections that does not exceed those limits;22

‘‘(B) the candidate and the candidate’s au-23

thorized committees will meet the personal24

funds expenditure limit;25
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‘‘(C) the candidate and the candidate’s au-1

thorized committees will meet the general elec-2

tion expenditure limit; and3

‘‘(D) the candidate and the candidate’s au-4

thorized committees will meet the closed cap-5

tioning requirements of section 510.6

‘‘(2) DEADLINE FOR FILING DECLARATION.—7

The declaration under paragraph (1) shall be filed8

not later than the date on which the candidate files9

as a candidate for the primary election.10

‘‘(c) GENERAL ELECTION ELIGIBILITY CERTIFI-11

CATION AND DECLARATION.—12

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The requirements of this13

subsection are met if the candidate files with the14

Secretary of the Senate—15

‘‘(A) a certification, under penalty of per-16

jury, that—17

‘‘(i) the candidate and the candidate’s18

authorized committees—19

‘‘(I) met the primary and runoff20

election expenditure limits under sub-21

section (d); and22

‘‘(II) did not accept contributions23

for the primary or runoff election in24
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excess of the primary or runoff ex-1

penditure limit under subsection (d),2

whichever is applicable, reduced by3

any amounts transferred to the cur-4

rent election cycle from a preceding5

election cycle;6

‘‘(ii) the candidate met the threshold7

contribution requirement under subsection8

(e), and that only allowable contributions9

were taken into account in meeting such10

requirement; and11

‘‘(iii) at least 1 other candidate has12

qualified for the same general election bal-13

lot under the law of the candidate’s State;14

and15

‘‘(B) a declaration that the candidate and16

the authorized committees of the candidate—17

‘‘(i) except as otherwise provided by18

this title, will not make expenditures that19

exceed the general election expenditure20

limit;21

‘‘(ii) will not accept any contributions22

in violation of section 315;23

‘‘(iii) except as otherwise provided by24

this title, will not accept any contribution25
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for the general election to the extent that1

the contribution would cause the aggregate2

amount of contributions to exceed the sum3

of the amount of the general election ex-4

penditure limit and the amounts described5

in subsections (c), (d), and (e) of section6

503, reduced by any amounts transferred7

to the current election cycle from a pre-8

vious election cycle and not taken into ac-9

count under subparagraph (A)(ii)(II);10

‘‘(iv) will deposit all payments re-11

ceived under this title in an account in-12

sured by the Federal Deposit Insurance13

Corporation from which funds may be14

withdrawn by check or similar means of15

payment to third parties;16

‘‘(v) will furnish campaign records,17

evidence of contributions, and other appro-18

priate information to the Commission;19

‘‘(vi) will cooperate in the case of any20

audit and examination by the Commission21

under section 506 and will pay any22

amounts required to be paid under that23

section; and24
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‘‘(vii) will meet the closed captioning1

requirements of section 510.2

‘‘(2) DEADLINE FOR FILING CERTIFICATION.—3

The certification under paragraph (1) shall be filed4

not later than 7 days after the earlier of—5

‘‘(A) the date on which the candidate6

qualifies for the general election ballot under7

State law; or8

‘‘(B) if, under State law, a primary or run-9

off election to qualify for the general election10

ballot occurs after September 1, the date on11

which the candidate wins the primary or runoff12

election.13

‘‘(d) PRIMARY AND RUNOFF EXPENDITURE LIM-14

ITS.—15

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The requirements of this16

subsection are met if—17

‘‘(A) the candidate or the candidate’s au-18

thorized committees did not make expenditures19

for the primary election in excess of the lesser20

of—21

‘‘(i) 67 percent of the general election22

expenditure limit; or23

‘‘(ii) $2,750,000; and24
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‘‘(B) the candidate and the candidate’s au-1

thorized committees did not make expenditures2

for any runoff election in excess of 20 percent3

of the general election expenditure limit.4

‘‘(2) INDEXING.—The $2,750,000 amount5

under paragraph (1)(A)(ii) shall be increased as of6

the beginning of each calendar year based on the in-7

crease in the price index determined under section8

315(c), except that the base period shall be calendar9

year 1996.10

‘‘(3) INCREASE.—The limitations under sub-11

paragraphs (A) and (B) of paragraph (1) with re-12

spect to any candidate shall be increased by the ag-13

gregate amount of independent expenditures in op-14

position to, or on behalf of any opponent of, the can-15

didate during the primary or runoff election period,16

whichever is applicable, that are required to be re-17

ported to the Secretary of the Senate or to the Com-18

mission with respect to that period under section19

304.20

‘‘(4) EXCESS AMOUNT OF CONTRIBUTIONS.—21

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—If the contributions22

received by a candidate or the candidate’s au-23

thorized committees for the primary election or24
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runoff election exceed the expenditures for ei-1

ther election—2

‘‘(i) the excess amount of contribu-3

tions shall be treated as contributions for4

the general election; and5

‘‘(ii) expenditures for the general elec-6

tion may be made from the excess amount7

of contributions.8

‘‘(B) LIMITATION.—Subparagraph (A)9

shall not apply to the extent that treatment of10

excess contributions in accordance with sub-11

paragraph (A)—12

‘‘(i) would result in the violation of13

any limitation under section 315; or14

‘‘(ii) would cause the aggregate15

amount of contributions received for the16

general election to exceed the limits under17

subsection (c)(1)(D)(iii).18

‘‘(e) THRESHOLD CONTRIBUTION REQUIREMENTS.—19

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The requirements of this20

subsection are met if the candidate and the can-21

didate’s authorized committees have received allow-22

able contributions during the applicable period in an23

amount at least equal to 5 percent of the general24

election expenditure limit.25

‘‘(2) DEFINITIONS.—In this section and sub-1

sections (b) and (c) of section 504:2

‘‘(A) ALLOWABLE CONTRIBUTION.—The3

term ‘allowable contribution’ means a contribu-4

tion that is made as a gift of money by an indi-5

vidual pursuant to a written instrument identi-6

fying the individual as the contributor.7

‘‘(B) APPLICABLE PERIOD.—The term ‘ap-8

plicable period’ means—9

‘‘(i) the period beginning on January10

1 of the calendar year preceding the cal-11

endar year of a general election and ending12

on—13

‘‘(I) the date on which the certifi-14

cation under subsection (c) is filed by15

the candidate; or16

‘‘(II) for purposes of subsections17

(b) and (c) of section 504, the date of18

the general election; or19

‘‘(ii) in the case of a special election20

for the office of United States Senator, the21

period beginning on the date on which the22

vacancy in the office occurs and ending on23

the date of the general election.24
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‘‘SEC. 503. LIMIT ON EXPENDITURES.1

‘‘(a) PERSONAL FUNDS EXPENDITURE LIMIT.—2

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The aggregate amount of3

expenditures that may be made during an election4

cycle by an eligible Senate candidate or the can-5

didate’s authorized committees from the sources de-6

scribed in paragraph (2) shall not exceed $25,000.7

‘‘(2) SOURCES.—A source is described in this8

paragraph if it is—9

‘‘(A) personal funds of the candidate or a10

member of the candidate’s immediate family; or11

‘‘(B) proceeds of indebtedness incurred by12

the candidate or a member of the candidate’s13

immediate family.14

‘‘(b) GENERAL ELECTION EXPENDITURE LIMIT.—15

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as otherwise pro-16

vided in this title, the aggregate amount of expendi-17

tures for a general election by an eligible Senate18

candidate and the candidate’s authorized committees19

shall not exceed the lesser of—20

‘‘(A) $5,500,000; or21

‘‘(B) the greater of—22

‘‘(i) $1,200,000; or23

‘‘(ii) $400,000; plus24
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‘‘(I) 30 cents multiplied by the1

voting age population not in excess of2

4,000,000; and3

‘‘(II) 25 cents multiplied by the4

voting age population in excess of5

4,000,000.6

‘‘(2) EXCEPTION.—In the case of an eligible7

Senate candidate in a State that has not more than8

1 transmitter for a commercial Very High Fre-9

quency (VHF) television station licensed to operate10

in that State, paragraph (1)(B)(ii) shall be applied11

by substituting—12

‘‘(A) ‘92 cents’ for ‘30 cents’ in subclause13

(I); and14

‘‘(B) ‘90 cents’ for ‘25 cents’ in subclause15

(II).16

‘‘(3) INDEXING.—The amount otherwise deter-17

mined under paragraph (1) for any calendar year18

shall be increased by the same percentage as the19

percentage increase for the calendar year under sec-20

tion 502(d)(2).21

‘‘(c) LEGAL AND ACCOUNTING COMPLIANCE22

FUND.—23

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The general election ex-24

penditure limit, shall not apply to qualified legal or25
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accounting expenditures made by a candidate or the1

candidate’s authorized committees or a Federal of-2

ficeholder from a legal and accounting compliance3

fund meeting the requirements of paragraph (2).4

‘‘(2) REQUIREMENTS.—A legal and accounting5

compliance fund meets the requirements of this6

paragraph if—7

‘‘(A) the fund is established with respect to8

qualified legal or accounting expenditures in-9

curred with respect to a particular election;10

‘‘(B) the only amounts transferred to the11

fund are amounts received in accordance with12

the limitations, prohibitions, and reporting re-13

quirements of this Act;14

‘‘(C) the aggregate amounts transferred to,15

and expenditures made from, the fund do not16

exceed the sum of—17

‘‘(i) the lesser of—18

‘‘(I) 15 percent of the general19

election expenditure limit for the elec-20

tion for which the fund was estab-21

lished; or22

‘‘(II) $300,000; plus23

‘‘(ii) the amount determined under24

paragraph (4); and25
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‘‘(D) no funds received by the candidate1

under section 504(a)(3) are transferred to the2

fund.3

‘‘(3) DEFINITION OF QUALIFIED LEGAL OR AC-4

COUNTING EXPENDITURE.—For purposes of this5

subsection, the term ‘qualified legal or accounting6

expenditure’ means—7

‘‘(A) an expenditure for costs of legal or8

accounting services provided in connection9

with—10

‘‘(i) an administrative or court pro-11

ceeding initiated under this Act for the12

election for which the legal and accounting13

fund was established; or14

‘‘(ii) the preparation of a document or15

report required by this Act or by the Com-16

mission;17

‘‘(B) an expenditure for legal or account-18

ing service provided in connection with the elec-19

tion cycle for which the legal and accounting20

compliance fund was established to ensure com-21

pliance with this Act with respect to the elec-22

tion cycle.23

‘‘(4) INCREASE.—24
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‘‘(A) PETITION.—If, after a general elec-1

tion, primary election, or runoff election, a can-2

didate determines that qualified legal or ac-3

counting expenditures will exceed the limit4

under paragraph (2)(C)(i), the candidate may5

petition the Commission for an increase in the6

limit by filing the petition with the Secretary of7

the Senate.8

‘‘(B) DETERMINATION.—The Commission9

shall authorize an increase in the limit under10

paragraph (2)(C)(i) in the amount (if any) by11

which the Commission determines the qualified12

legal or accounting expenditures exceed the13

limit.14

‘‘(C) JUDICIAL REVIEW.—A determination15

under subparagraph (B) shall be subject to ju-16

dicial review under section 507.17

‘‘(D) CONTRIBUTIONS AND EXPENDITURES18

NOT COUNTED.—Except as provided in section19

315, a contribution received or expenditure20

made under this paragraph shall not be counted21

against any contribution or expenditure limit22

applicable to the candidate under this title.23
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‘‘(5) TREATMENT.—Funds in a legal and ac-1

counting compliance fund shall be treated for pur-2

poses of this Act as a separate segregated fund, ex-3

cept that any portion of the fund not used to pay4

qualified legal or accounting expenditures, and not5

transferred to a legal and accounting compliance6

fund for the election cycle for the next general elec-7

tion, shall be treated in the same manner as other8

campaign funds for purposes of section 313(b).9

‘‘(d) PAYMENT OF TAXES ON EARNINGS.—The limi-10

tation under subsection (b) shall not apply to any expendi-11

ture for Federal, State, or local income taxes on the earn-12

ings of a candidate’s authorized committees.13

‘‘(e) CERTAIN EXPENSES.—In the case of an eligible14

Senate candidate who holds a Federal office, the limitation15

under subsection (b) shall not apply to ordinary and nec-16

essary expenses of travel of the candidate and the can-17

didate’s spouse and children between Washington, District18

of Columbia, and the candidate’s State in connection with19

the candidate’s activities as a holder of Federal office.20

‘‘SEC. 504. BENEFITS FOR ELIGIBLE SENATE CANDIDATES.21

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—An eligible Senate candidate22

shall be entitled to—23
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‘‘(1) the broadcast media rates provided under1

section 315(b) of the Communications Act of 1934;2

and3

‘‘(2) payments in an amount equal to—4

‘‘(A) the excess expenditure amount deter-5

mined under subsection (b); and6

‘‘(B) the independent expenditure amount7

determined under subsection (c).8

‘‘(b) EXCESS EXPENDITURE AMOUNT.—9

‘‘(1) DETERMINATION.—The excess expenditure10

amount is—11

‘‘(A) in the case of a major party can-12

didate, an amount equal to the sum of—13

‘‘(i) if the opponent’s excess is less14

than 331⁄3 percent of the general election15

expenditure limit, an amount equal to one-16

third of the general election expenditure17

limit; plus18

‘‘(ii) if the opponent’s excess equals or19

exceeds 331⁄3 percent but is less than 662⁄320

percent of the general election expenditure21

limit, an amount equal to one-third of the22

general election expenditure limit; plus23

‘‘(iii) if the opponent’s excess equals24

or exceeds 662⁄3 percent of the general25
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election expenditure limit, an amount equal1

to one-third of the general election expend-2

iture limit; and3

‘‘(B) in the case of an eligible Senate can-4

didate who is not a major party candidate, an5

amount equal to the least of—6

‘‘(i) the amount of allowable contribu-7

tions accepted by the eligible Senate can-8

didate during the applicable period in ex-9

cess of the threshold contribution require-10

ment under section 502(e);11

‘‘(ii) 50 percent of the general election12

expenditure limit; or13

‘‘(iii) the opponent’s excess.14

‘‘(2) DEFINITION OF OPPONENT’S EXCESS.—In15

this subsection, the term ‘opponent’s excess’ means16

the amount by which an opponent of an eligible Sen-17

ate candidate in the general election accepts con-18

tributions or makes (or obligates to make) expendi-19

tures for the election in excess of the general elec-20

tion expenditure limit.21

‘‘(c) INDEPENDENT EXPENDITURE AMOUNT.—The22

independent expenditure amount is the total amount of23

independent expenditures made, or obligated to be made,24

during the general election period by 1 or more persons25
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in opposition to, or on behalf of an opponent of, an eligible1

Senate candidate that are required to be reported by the2

persons under section 304(d) with respect to the general3

election period and are certified by the Commission under4

section 304(d).5

‘‘(d) WAIVER OF EXPENDITURE AND CONTRIBUTION6

LIMITS.—7

‘‘(1) RECIPIENTS OF EXCESS EXPENDITURE8

AMOUNT PAYMENTS AND INDEPENDENT EXPENDI-9

TURE AMOUNT PAYMENTS.—10

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—An eligible Senate11

candidate who receives payments under sub-12

section (a)(2) may make expenditures from the13

payments for the general election without re-14

gard to the general election expenditure limit.15

‘‘(B) NONMAJOR PARTY CANDIDATES.—In16

the case of an eligible Senate candidate who is17

not a major party candidate, the general elec-18

tion expenditure limit shall be increased by the19

amount (if any) by which the opponent’s excess20

expenditure amount exceeds the amount deter-21

mined under subsection (b)(2)(B) with respect22

to the candidate.23

‘‘(2) ALL BENEFIT RECIPIENTS.—24
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‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—An eligible Senate1

candidate who receives benefits under this sec-2

tion may make expenditures for the general3

election without regard to the personal funds4

expenditure limit or general election expendi-5

ture limit if any 1 of the eligible Senate can-6

didate’s opponents who is not an eligible Senate7

candidate raises an amount of contributions or8

makes or becomes obligated to make an amount9

of expenditures for the general election that ex-10

ceeds 200 percent of the general election ex-11

penditure limit.12

‘‘(B) LIMITATION.—The amount of the ex-13

penditures that may be made by reason of sub-14

paragraph (A) shall not exceed 100 percent of15

the general election expenditure limit.16

‘‘(3) ACCEPTANCE OF CONTRIBUTION WITHOUT17

REGARD TO SECTION 502(c)(1)(D)(iii).—18

‘‘(A) A candidate who receives benefits19

under this section may accept a contribution for20

the general election without regard to section21

502(c)(1)(D)(iii) if—22

‘‘(i) a major party candidate in the23

same general election is not an eligible24

Senate candidate; or25
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‘‘(ii) any other candidate in the same1

general election who is not an eligible Sen-2

ate candidate raises an amount of con-3

tributions or makes or becomes obligated4

to make an amount of expenditures for the5

general election that exceeds 75 percent of6

the general election expenditure limit appli-7

cable to such other candidate.8

‘‘(B) LIMITATION.—The amount of con-9

tributions that may be received by reason of10

subparagraph (A) shall not exceed 100 percent11

of the general election expenditure limit.12

‘‘(e) USE OF PAYMENTS.—13

‘‘(1) PERMITTED USE.—Payments received by14

an eligible Senate candidate under subsection (a)(2)15

shall be used to make expenditures with respect to16

the general election period for the candidate.17

‘‘(2) PROHIBITED USE.—Payments received by18

an eligible Senate candidate under subsection (a)(2)19

shall not be used—20

‘‘(A) except as provided in paragraph (4),21

to make any payments, directly or indirectly, to22

the candidate or to any member of the imme-23

diate family of the candidate;24
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‘‘(B) to make any expenditure other than1

an expenditure to further the general election of2

the candidate;3

‘‘(C) to make an expenditure the making4

of which constitutes a violation of any law of5

the United States or of the State in which the6

expenditure is made; or7

‘‘(D) subject to section 315(i), to repay8

any loan to any person except to the extent that9

proceeds of the loan were used to further the10

general election of the candidate.11

‘‘SEC. 505. CERTIFICATION BY THE COMMISSION.12

‘‘(a) CERTIFICATION OF STATUS AS ELIGIBLE SEN-13

ATE CANDIDATE.—14

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Commission shall cer-15

tify to any candidate meeting the requirements of16

section 502 that the candidate is an eligible Senate17

candidate entitled to benefits under this title.18

‘‘(2) REVOCATION.—The Commission shall re-19

voke a certification under paragraph (1) if the Com-20

mission determines that a candidate fails to continue21

to meet the requirements of section 502.22

‘‘(b) CERTIFICATION OF ELIGIBILITY TO RECEIVE23

BENEFITS.—24
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‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 48 hours1

after an eligible Senate candidate files a request2

with the Secretary of the Senate to receive benefits3

under section 504, the Commission shall issue a cer-4

tification stating whether the candidate is eligible for5

payments under this title and the amount of such6

payments to which such candidate is entitled.7

‘‘(2) CONTENTS OF REQUEST.—A request8

under paragraph (1) shall—9

‘‘(A) contain such information and be10

made in accordance with such procedures as the11

Commission may provide by regulation; and12

‘‘(B) contain a verification signed by the13

candidate and the treasurer of the principal14

campaign committee of the candidate stating15

that the information furnished in support of the16

request, to the best of their knowledge, is cor-17

rect and fully satisfies the requirements of this18

title.19

‘‘(c) DETERMINATIONS BY THE COMMISSION.—All20

determinations made by the Commission under this title21

(including certifications under subsections (a) and (b))22

shall be final and conclusive, except to the extent that a23

determination is subject to examination and audit by the24
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Commission under section 506 and judicial review under1

section 507.2

‘‘SEC. 506. EXAMINATIONS AND AUDITS; REPAYMENTS;3

CIVIL PENALTIES.4

‘‘(a) EXAMINATIONS AND AUDITS.—5

‘‘(1) AFTER A GENERAL ELECTION.—After each6

general election, the Commission shall conduct an7

examination and audit of the campaign accounts of8

all candidates in 5 percent of the elections to the9

Senate in which there was an eligible Senate can-10

didate on the ballot, as designated by the Commis-11

sion through the use of an appropriate statistical12

method of random selection, to determine whether13

the candidates have complied with the conditions of14

eligibility and other requirements of this title.15

‘‘(2) AFTER A SPECIAL ELECTION.—After each16

special election in which an eligible Senate candidate17

was on the ballot, the Commission shall conduct an18

examination and audit of the campaign accounts of19

all candidates in the election to determine whether20

the candidates have complied with the conditions of21

eligibility and other requirements of this title.22

‘‘(3) WITH REASON TO BELIEVE THERE MAY23

HAVE BEEN A VIOLATION.—The Commission may24

conduct an examination and audit of the campaign25
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accounts of any eligible Senate candidate in a gen-1

eral election if the Commission determines that there2

exists reason to believe that the eligible Senate can-3

didate failed to comply with this title.4

‘‘(d) MISUSE OF BENEFIT.—If the Commission de-18

termines that any amount of any benefit made available19

to an eligible Senate candidate under this title was not20

used as provided for in this title, the Commission shall21

notify the eligible Senate candidate, and the eligible Sen-22

ate candidate shall pay the amount of that amount.23

‘‘(e) EXCESS EXPENDITURES.—If the Commission24

determines that an eligible Senate candidate who received25
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benefits under this title made expenditures that in the ag-1

gregate exceed the primary election expenditure, the run-2

off election expenditure limit, or the general election ex-3

penditure limit, the Commission shall notify the eligible4

Senate candidate, and the eligible Senate candidate shall5

pay an amount equal to the amount of the excess expendi-6

tures.7

‘‘(f) CIVIL PENALTIES.—8

‘‘(1) MISUSE OF BENEFIT.—If the Commission9

determines that an eligible Senate candidate has10

committed a violation described in subsection (d),11

the Commission may assess a civil penalty against12

the eligible Senate candidate in an amount not13

greater than 200 percent of the amount of the bene-14

fit that was misused.15

‘‘(2) EXCESS EXPENDITURES.—16

‘‘(A) LOW AMOUNT OF EXCESS EXPENDI-17

TURES.—If the Commission determines that an18

eligible Senate candidate made expenditures19

that exceeded by 2.5 percent or less the pri-20

mary election expenditure limit, the runoff elec-21

tion expenditure limit, or the general election22

expenditure limit, the Commission shall assess23
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a civil penalty against the eligible Senate can-1

didate in an amount equal to the amount of the2

excess expenditures.3

was willful, an amount equal to the6

amount of benefits that the eligible Senate7

candidate received under this title.8

‘‘(g) UNEXPENDED FUNDS.—9

‘‘(1) REPAYMENT.—Subject to paragraph (2),10

any amount received by an eligible Senate candidate11

under this title and not expended on or before the12

date of the general election shall be repaid not later13

than 30 days after the date of the general election.14

‘‘(2) RETENTION FOR PURPOSES OF LIQUIDA-15

TION OF OBLIGATIONS.—An eligible Senate can-16

didate may retain for a period not exceeding 12017

days after the date of a general election a reasonable18

portion of unexpended funds received under this title19

for the liquidation of all obligations to pay expendi-20

tures for the general election incurred during the21

general election period. At the end of the 120-day22

period, any unexpended funds received under this23

title shall be promptly repaid.24
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‘‘(h) PAYMENTS RETURNED TO SOURCE.—Any pay-1

ment, repayment, or civil penalty under this section shall2

be paid to the entity that afforded benefits under this title3

to the eligible Senate candidate.4

‘‘(i) LIMIT ON PERIOD FOR NOTIFICATION.—No no-5

tification shall be made by the Commission under this sec-6

tion with respect to an election more than 3 years after7

the date of the election.8

‘‘SEC. 507. JUDICIAL REVIEW.9

‘‘(a) JUDICIAL REVIEW.—Any agency action by the10

Commission under this title shall be subject to review by11

the United States Court of Appeals for the District of Co-12

lumbia Circuit upon petition filed in that court within 3013

days after the date of the agency action.14

‘‘(b) APPLICATION OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES15

CODE.—Chapter 7 of title 5, United States Code, shall16

apply to judicial review of any agency action by the Com-17

mission under this title.18

‘‘(c) AGENCY ACTION.—For purposes of this section,19

the term ‘agency action’ has the meaning given the term20

in section 551(13) of title 5, United States Code.21
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‘‘SEC. 508. PARTICIPATION BY COMMISSION IN JUDICIAL1

PROCEEDINGS.2

‘‘(a) APPEARANCES.—The Commission may appear3

in and defend against any action instituted under this sec-4

tion and under section 507 by attorneys employed in the5

office of the Commission or by counsel whom it may ap-6

point without regard to the provisions of title 5, United7

States Code, governing appointments in the competitive8

service, and whose compensation it may fix without regard9

to chapter 51 and subchapter III of chapter 53 of that10

title.11

‘‘(b) ACTIONS FOR RECOVERY OF AMOUNT OF BENE-12

FITS.—The Commission, by attorneys and counsel de-13

scribed in subsection (a), may bring an action in United14

States district court to recover any amounts determined15

under this title to be payable to any entity that afforded16

a benefit to an eligible Senate candidate under this title.17

‘‘(c) ACTION FOR INJUNCTIVE RELIEF.—The Com-18

mission, by attorneys and counsel described in subsection19

(a), may petition the courts of the United States for such20

injunctive relief as is appropriate in order to implement21

any provision of this title.22

United States, may appeal from, and may petition the Su-2

preme Court for certiorari to review, any judgment or de-3

cree entered with respect to actions in which the Commis-4

sion under this section.5

‘‘SEC. 510. CLOSED CAPTIONING IN TELEVISION BROAD-13

CASTS.14

‘‘Any television broadcast prepared or distributed by15

an eligible Senate candidate shall be prepared in a manner16

that contains, is accompanied by, or otherwise readily per-17

mits closed captioning of the oral content of the broadcast18

to be broadcast by way of line 21 of the vertical blanking19

interval or by way of a comparable successor technology.20

‘‘SEC. 511. LIMITATIONS ON PAYMENTS.21

‘‘(a) PAYMENTS ON CERTIFICATION.—On receipt of22

a certification from the Commission under section 505, ex-23

cept as provided in subsection (b), the Secretary shall,24
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subject to the availability of appropriations, promptly pay1

the amount certified by the Commission to the candidate.2

‘‘(b) INSUFFICIENT FUNDS.—3

‘‘(1) WITHHOLDING.—If, at the time of a cer-4

and maintained by any political party for use in15

an election, or nomination for election, to the16

office of United States Senator; or17

‘‘(B) to any candidate for nomination for18

election, or election, to the office of United19

States Senator or the candidate’s authorized20

committees;21

if the contribution is made at the direction of, or is22

otherwise controlled or influenced by, the employer;23

and24

‘‘(2) the individual shall not make any such25

contribution if the making of the contribution would26
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cause the aggregate amount of contributions made1

by all executive officers and administrative employ-2

ees of the employer in any calendar year to exceed—3

‘‘(A) $20,000 in the case of such political4

committees; and5

‘‘(B) $5,000 in the case of any such can-6

didate and the candidate’s authorized commit-7

tees.’’.8

(b) CANDIDATE’S COMMITTEES.—Section 315(a) of9

the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971 (2 U.S.C.10

441a(a)) is amended by adding at the end the following:11

(2 U.S.C. 441b(a)) is held to be invalid by reason of the7

amendments made by this section, the amendments made8

by subsections (a) and (b) shall not apply to contributions9

by any political committee that is directly or indirectly es-10

tablished, administered, or supported by a connected orga-11

nization that is a bank, corporation, or other organization12

described in section 316(a) of that Act.13

(e) RESTRICTIONS ON CONTRIBUTIONS TO POLITI-14

tures are made or are obligated to be made,22

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contributions or expenditures exceeds 100,1

‘‘(d) CANDIDATES FOR OTHER OFFICES.—20

‘‘(1) FILING.—Each individual—21

‘‘(A) who becomes a candidate for the of-22

fice of United States Senator;23

‘‘(B) who, during the election cycle for that24

office, held any other Federal, State, or local25
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office or was a candidate for any such office;1

and2

‘‘(C) who expended any amount during the3

election cycle before becoming a candidate for4

the office of United States Senator that would5

have been treated as an expenditure if the indi-6

vidual had been such a candidate (including7

amounts for activities to promote the image or8

name recognition of the individual);9

shall, within 7 days after becoming a candidate for10

the office of United States Senator, report to the11

Secretary of the Senate the amount and nature of12

such expenditures.13

Commission’s own investigation or determination.10

‘‘(f) SHORTER PERIODS FOR REPORTS AND NOTICES11

DURING ELECTION WEEK.—Any report, determination,12

or notice required by reason of an event occurring during13

the 7-day period ending on the date of the general election14

shall be made within 24 hours (rather than 2 business15

days) of the event.16
